D., March 22.—While 
excavating yesterday for a house in 
Capitol Bluff, in this city, workmen dis- 
covered the skeletons of ten human be- 
ings. Appearances indicated that the 
bodies had been thrown into a j^it and 
covered with rock. From the formation 
of the skulls, six of the persons were 
white, one being a woman. The remain- 
ing four were Indians. 


The woman's skull shows that she had 
been struck with a hatchet. 
Bullet 
holes were found in her skull and an 
arrow head was imbedded in the breast 
bone, showing that there had been a 
fight. 
The only article by which the 
party could be identified was a silver 
medallion dated 18i7, with the name of 
Henry Mackinzie, and on the reverse 
side the inscription "complimentary for 
braveiy at the battle of Buenna Vista.''

scoute,remembers that MacKenzie start- 
ed out with a scouting party from old 
Fort George, when the Sioux indians 
were on the war path. The party never 
came back, and it waw supposed at the 
time that the whole party had been 
murdered by the red men.

doubtedly those of MacKenzie and his 
littlev band, the woman being Mac- 
Kenzeie's wife. 


Dealli and iSufl'erins Aiuoug the Kus- 
sian Prisoners in ¡Liberia. 


NEW YOKE, March 22.—A letter has 
been received by Ivan Smirhoff from a 
Russian exile now in London 
(the 
Countess Narriknovi'), which gives some 
painful revelations of the conditions of 
the exile in Siberia. 
These letters give 
statistics that may be relied ui^on as 
nearly, if not (juite, correct. 


The statistics are, in substance, that 
the exiles to Siberia in 1886 numbered 
16,164 nihilists, or their reputed Sup- 
porters; in 1887 there were added 14,277 
more; in 1888 the number was 15,015; 
and in 1889 the exiles were 12,0000. 
Of 
the number exiled, the deaths range 
from 180 to 220 per 1,000, due to nat- 
ural sickness, cold, exposure, and the 
knout punishment. 
The suicides aver- 
age about 20 toJ^OOO. 


During the^rath of August, 1889, in 
one of the central political prisons, 275 
of the 490 prisoners were prostrated 
with typhoid fever. The hospital ac- 
commodations being insufficient, many 
of the fever-racked patients were 3<ept in 
the cells with those not infected with 
the disease. For lack of medical attend- 
ance many died.

SUBJECT OF IBBIGATION 
DlS- 
CVSSBO. 


A Great Area of Our Country In Which 
an Artificial Water Supply Oiily Can 
Render Agriculture Kemuiierative—Mil- 
lions of Dollars Involved—A Scheme by 
Which Millions of Acres of Now Unin- 
habitable Liands May Be Keudered Pro- 
ductive. 


H E 
snbject of 
'irrigation is one 
that 
must, of 
necessity, 
soon 
command 
more 
attention 
from 
the people of the 
United 
States. 
Horace Greeley's 
oft-quoted 
ad- 
monition to "go 
West" has been 
so widely heeded 
that there is no 
longer any ap- 
preciable part of the Union which re- 
mains as distinctively new and un- 
settled. 
But six Territories remain 
unadmitted as States and these already 
contain so many people that they are 
almost ready to "knock at the door." 


The processes of working over and 
filling 
up have begun, and will soon 
bring impressively before the people of 
the United States the fact that at least 
two-fifths of the total area of our great 
country, not including Alaska, will re- 
quire an artificial water supply to ren- 


costing comparatively little either . 
establish or maintain it. 


. Tho quantity of land which may be 
placed tinder irrigation by this means, 
arid which has no other certain source 
of 
water supply, in the Arkansas 
valley^ will be more than 4,000,000 
acres, in Kansas, and an equal area in 
Colorado. 
These lands are too far 
from the mountains to be sure of re- 
ceiving any appreciable portion of the 
surface waters emanating from that 
source, because so much good land, 
which, must have irrigation,'lies nearer 
to that source of supply»^ There is no 
appreciable surplus of local 
storm 
waters falling upon these lower lands, 
because, on these plains, five-sixths of 
all the annual precipitation falls be- 
tween April 1 and September 1, and 
is absorbed by the soil. 
This, how- 
ever, gives so nearly a sufiicient rain- 
fall, through the growing season, that 
but little additional moisture in the 
way of irrigation is needed ; hence the 
water .supplied for irrigation will ?erve 
a relatively large area of land. The 
lands reclaimed in this way, therefore, 
will not only be so much net gain of 
irrigable area but the water obtained 
•will irrigate and reclaim a relatively 
large amount of land. 


This immense underground water 
supply, while probably derived, in the 
main, from the percolation of the Ar- 
kansas River and its tributaries, is 
probably largely supplemented by un- 
derground 
currents 
from 
distant 
sources north and west. 


While these remarks apjjly particu- 
larly to the Arkansas Yalley, which the

der agriculture thereon certainly re- 
munerative. On two acres out of every 
five in the sum total of the United 
States, there must be more or less ir- 
rigation to secure sticcess in farming— 
and all could employ it profitably at 
times. 


The arid and semi-arid lands, which 
constitute the two-fifths mentioned, 
cover about 1,300,000 square miles, or 
more than 800,000,000 acres. 
If this 
area could be thoroughly reclaimed by 
irrigation, it would add more than 40,- 
000,000 possible homes of agriculturists 
to the treasures of the resources of the 
United States; because, it is demon- 
strated that, on thoroughly irrigated 
land, an average family may live well 
off less than twenty acres, the average 
yield from irrigated land being four 
times the average product of non-irri- 
gated. 
But large areas, wliich are in- 
cluded in the arid limits, consist of 
mountainous 
country, 
consequently 
unsuitable by nature for agriculture. 
Notwithstanding this, it has been esti- 
mated that, when all available sources 
of water supply for irrigation are util- 
ized, there will only be water enough 
to irrigate about one-fourth of the land 
needing irrigation. 
This estimate in- 
cluded only the surface waters, how- 
ever, from" melting snow, rains, and 
natural 
springs, 
aided by artesian 
wells and pumping machinery. But 
there is another source of water sup- 
ply, hitherto unnoted, which is des- 
tined to become a factor of 
most 
wonderful 
importance in the prob- 
lem 
of 
the 
reclamation 
of 
the arid lands.« It is the underflow. 
Thus is the broad and dee^j subter- 
ranean volume of water which slowly 
flows through the sand and gravel un- 
derlying most, if not all, the streams 
which traverse the plains adja/cent to 
the Rocky Mountain 
system, 
these 
jilains constituting the greater jwrtion 
of the land which will require irriga- 
tion. 


These underground streams, which, 
extended 
investigation 
shows, 
flow 
steadily, though ^owly, through their 
sandy medium, are probably much 
greater in volume .than the streams 
upon the surface, and there are indica- 
tions that they are also much more nu- 
merous, and there is little question 
that they are, in large measure, distinct 
from surface streams in the direction 
of their flow. But little investigation 
has been made as yet into the extent of 
these underground bodies of water. 
In the valley of the Arkansas River, 
particularly that part extending from 
the 100th meridian westward some 300 
miles, the subterranean flow is both 
wide and deep, and is an average of 
but three feet below the surface of the 
low lands along the river. 


At Garden City, Kan., which is on 
the Arkansas River, fifty miles west of 
the one hundredth meridian and sev- 
enty miles east from the west line of 
the State, the water-bearing bed of 
sand and gravel is 310 feet deep; and 
engineers, who have made a study of 
the matter, find it probably over 
fifty 
miles wide. Though it is not probable 
that such depth and width are, by any 
means, uniform, yet that a great width 
and depth are maintained throughout 
the 300 miles mentioned, has been 
demonstrated. 
This renders the use 
of improved pumping machinery cheap 
and effective, to a limited extent, for 
the purpose of raising water to the «ur- 
face for use in irrigation; but, a «yft- 
tem is uroilable wiuch will utilize these 
ya»t subterranean «tores of .water, and 
wbiPb u tdmph, cheap, snd 
'Pem»n§fit, 


writer has made a special study foi 
some years, yet sufiicient is known of £ 
large number of other streams, as th( 
Platte, Canadian, Missouri, etc., witl 
their tributaries, to comdnce the wri- 
ter that the area of land which wilJ 
ultimately be reclaimed by irrigation 
will at least double the amount at pres- 
ent estimated as reclaimable. 


The great value of this method ol 
securing a water supply lies in this; 
That the water caught and held back 
in the mountains by means of storage 
reservoirs, 
lakes 
and forests, and 
si^read out over the lands nearest to 
these sources of supply will speedily 
find its way, in largf measure, into the 
underflow, and can thus be used again 
and again in its progress down the 
long slopes which it must traverse on 
its way toward the sea. 
That part 
which does not thus sink again and 
again into the under strata, will rise 
into the air by evaporation to be again 
deposited either uix)n mountain or 
plain in the form of rain, snow or dew. 
None of that part which is evaporated 
can be lost. 


The accompanying map shows the 
generally accepted lx)undaries of what 
is known as "the arid region," and be- 
tween the two shaded lines on the 
right is shown the strip of country 
which wall be most benefited by the 
develoiDnieut of the vast subterranean 
sources of water supply for irrigation, 
which may be tapped and utilized in 
hundreds of jilaces, not only in the 
region thus outlined, but throughout 
the entire territory in -which irrigation 
is needed. 
The lands which will thus 
be furnished with irrigation are in very 
large proportion smooth as to surface, 
possessing soil of great depth and ex- 
ceedingly rich, and having a fine cli- 
mate. They are too far froni the moun- 
tains to secure a reliable supply of 
water from torrential sources, and, at 
the same time, they already contain 
many settlers who have been tempted, 
or gone mistakenly, beyond the boun- 
daritis of humid 
areas. 
Hence, the

than can be secured by natural rainfall.

In Ireland a belt made with a wom- 
an's hair is placed about a child to keep 
harm away. 


In Spain the infant's face is swept 
with a pine tree bough to bring good 
luck. 


Garlic, bread, salt and steak are put 
into the cradle of a new-born babe in 
Holland. 


In America the child is handed over 
to a nurse with insti-uctions to "raise it 
on the bottle." 


In Scotland it is said that to rock the 
emiity cradle will insure the coming of 
other occupants for it. 


The Grecian mother before putting 
the child in the cradle turns three times 
around before the fire while singing 
her favorite song, to M-ard off evil 
sjiirits. 


The Turkish mother loads her child 
with amulets as soon as it is born, A 
small bit of mud well steej^ed in hot 
water prepared by precious charms is 
stuck on its forehead* 


Welsh mothers put a pair of tongs or 
a knife in the cradle to insure the 
safety of their children; the knife is 
also used for the same i^urpose in some 
parts of England. 


The Loudon mother places a book 
iinder the head of the new-born infant 
that it may be quick at reading, and 
puts money into the first bath to guar- 
antee its wealth in the future. 


Roumanian mothers tie red ribbons 
around the ankles of their children to 
preserve them from harm, while Ethi- 
opian mothers attach bits of asafcetida 
to the neck of their offspring. 


At the birth of a child in Lower 
Brittany the neighboring women take 
it in charge, wash it. crack its joints and 
rub its head with oil to solder the cran- 
ium bones. 
It is then wrapped in a 
tight bxmdle, and its lids are anointed 
with brandy to make it a full Breton.

Yea. does not the infrequency of our de- 
votions reveal the weakness of our service, 
in his name? 


WHAT THE LESSON SATS.

Luke does not seem to bo following in this 
chapter tne strict ciironological cider, but 
is relating, as thoy occur to liim. some in- 
teresting details of our Lord's early ministry 
in Galilee.—Teaching. As was Christ's cus- 
tom.

Galilee appears to have been 
at this time the scene of our Lord's labors, 
and his fame would bring men there from 
all over Palestine.—Present to heal them, 
"i resent" Is not in the original, and the 
"them" is omitted irom some manuscripts.if 
Tischendorf. See Variations. The mean- 
ing, in any case, is that while Christ could 
teach he could also heal, as opportunity 
offered.

A window in a chapel of the Lichfield 
Cathedral has a special meaning; It i^ 
one of several windows presented by 
the officers and men who served in New 
Zealand, during the Maori »Wai-, in to- 
ken of their gratitude for Bishop Sel- 
wyn's attention to their welfare in that 
campaign. 


It is a medallion depicting David in 
the act pf pouring out the longed-for 
^water of the well of Bethlehem," pro- 
cured by him by "the three mighty 
men" at the risk of their lives. This 
ihedallidh commemorates Ihe similar 
heroic action of a Christian Maori, who 
had been a pupil of Doctor Selw3m's 
when he was Bishop of liew Zealand. 


This Maori, Henere Taratoa, when 
the war broke out, felt bound to join his 
tribe. 
He was placed in charge of a 
fortified village known as the formid- 
able "Gate Pa." The British stormed 
the pa and were repulsed with great 
slaughter. 


Sevjsral wounded officers were left in- 
side the village, and one of them feebly 
moaned ifor water. There was no water 
to be had, the nearest being within the 
British lines. 
At night this young 
Christian Maori crept down, at the risk 
of his lii'e, within the line of English 
sentries, filled a vessel with water, and 
carried it back to the pa to refresh his 
dying enemy's lips. 


The next 
day the British again 
stormed the x>lace, and Henere was 
killed. 
On his jjerson was found the 
text of Holy Scripture which had sug- 
gested the deed. 
If thine enemy thirst, 
give him drink. 


The Maories went to war to maintain 
their right to a territory of which they, 
had been unjustly deprived. 
Hundreds 
of them had received Christianity as 
taught by Bishoj) Selwyn, and, singu- 
lar as it may seem, tried to wage war 
according to Christian principles. 


One day a British officer, command- 
ing a fort on the Waikato, saw several 
large canoes coming down the stream, 
with a white flag flying. On stopping 
them he found they were from a very 
strong pa, up the river, "and were 
loaded with potatoes and several milch 
goats, as a present to the British Gen- 
eral and his soldiers. 
The chiefs of the 
pa, having heard that the English 
troops were short of provisions, were 
carrying out literally the Scripture in- 
junction they had learned in the mission 
schools, "If thine enemy hunger, feed 
him; if he thirst, give him drink."

The Rev. Dr. Theodore L. Cuyler 
writes as follows /^,0uching cruelty to 
ministers: 


Some pastors are masters of the situa- 
tion. Their flocks would no more think 
of turning them out of their pulpits 
than they would of setting fire to their 
church edifice. Some other ministers 
are possessed of an independent income, 
60 that if they are dislodged—either 
• justly or unjustly -from their pas- 
torates, they are abundantly able to pro- 
vide for their families. But these two 
. classes, even if combined, would com- 
pose only a small minority of the min- 
isters on our rolls. 


The average minister is not possessed 
of extraordinary genius and pulpit gifts, 
nor is he the owner of an independent 
fortune. He simply has the average in- 
tellectual and spiritual qualifications 
for the oversight of the average church. 
"When he is installed in due form over 
that church he is supposed to be settled 
there—provided he does not lapse into 
scandalous errors, or conduct unworthy 
of an embassador of Jesus Christ. 
But 
by and by some of the congregation 
have "itch^ears" for a new minister. 
Their church is not a great church, but 
they fancy that it ought to have a great 
pastor. Some others in the congrega- 
tion have taken offense at the plain- 
speaking of God's messenger, or per- 
haps have not had all the personal at- 
tention that they claim. For such rea- 
sons as these, or for no reasons, a dis- 
satisfaction grows uji which makes it so 
uncomfortabfe for tlie pastor that he is 
compelled to resign. The superior body 
is called to dissolve a connection, which, 
in theory, is a band of steel, but in 
reality is a rope of sand. 
The usual 
resolutions are passed, some one is sent 
as an "undertaker" to declare the pul- 
pit vacant and the poor, faithful minis- 
ter suddenly finds himself the most 
utterly homeless creature on God's 
footstool. It may be said without irrev- 
erence that while the foxes have holes, 
and the birds of the air have nests, this 
servant of the Lord Jesus Christ has no 
^where to lay his head. 


W e have societies for the prevention 
of cruelty to animals and for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to children. 
Every 
true Christian cliurch that claims to be 
actuated by the spirit of their Divine 
Master ought to be a society for the 
prevention of cruelty to Christ's am- 
bassadors.—Si. Louis. Republic.

There would 
be more successful men and women if 
they paid less attention to their emo- 
tions. 
This constant attention to one's 
dream is, however, but one phase of 
the many morbid tendencies which help 
to ruin lives.

GEBMANY'S new chancellor may be 
quite equal to the demands of the high 
position to which he has been called, 
but there is a lamentable lack of the 
Teutonic in the appearance and pronun- 
ciation of his name. There was a very 
strong suggestion of the German charac- 
ter in the name of Carl Otto Von Bis- 
marck-Schoenhausen, and it seems 
somewhat incongruous to find that he is 
succeeded by a person loaded down 
with the name of George Leo Caprivi 
Gaprera de Montecuculi. 


MISS MINNIE MADDEBN, the bright 
and talented actress who has frequently 
appeared on the stage in this city, was 
married at New York this week, to Har- 
rison Gray Fiske, the editor of the 
New York Dramatic Mirror. Miss Mad- 
dem has permanently retired from the 
stage. She made her last public ap- 
pearance at Toronto, in February, in 
"In Spite of All." Mr. and Mrs. Fiske, 
immediately after the ceremony, started 
for the west for a short tour. They will 
go to Europe in May, and next autamn 
will reside permanently in New York. 


A BILL has been introduced in the 
Maryland legislature making voting 
compulsory. It is aimed at the rich 
man and good citizen who does not take 
enough interest in politics to vote. The 
bill requires the judges in each voting 
precinct, at the close of the polls at each 
election to maKe out a list of the per- 
sons not votinjg; at that election, this 
list to be certified to the clerks of the 
circuit courts, they immediately issuing 
summons requiring the offenders to 
appear before the judges of the court to 
show cause, if any they have, why they 
should not be fined $5 and costs for not 
voting. Such a law, it seems to us, is a 
very queer law, but it may be that we 
don't look at it through the right kind of 
specs. 


BHODE ISIIAND will hold a state elec- 
tion on April 1. Under the laws of that 
state it requires a majority of all the 
votes cast to elect. If the people fail to 
give a majority vote at the polls the leg-' 
islature elects. Owing to the vicious 
laws of tibat state, which disfranchises 
thousands of people« and a peculiar 
gerrymander, the legislature is sure to 
be republican. 
Last year the demo- 
cratic candidate fdr governor received a 
plurality of 4,000 and oiune. within 266 
vote« of reoeiving a majority, but the 
l^fif^tnre elected his republican oppo- 
nent, Whd nbeived nearly 4,000 votes 
less.

It ai»pears that Fort Wayne is going 
to have a series of Sunday base ball 
games during the coming season. The 
games are to be played by the clubs 
composing the Fort .Wayne Amateur 
Base Ball association, and are adver- 
tised to commence at Centìivre's and 
Sports' park on Sunday, April 27, and 
continue each Sunday thereafter until 
the close of the season. 


Now 
therè is, of counse, nothing 
wrong in playing base ball, when the 
games are condttcted properly» and fnee 
from those influences which lead to 
harm, but there is ho legitiinate excuse 
for playing it on the Sabbath day. It 
will restllt in Congregating at the parks 
named above a large crowd of people 
each Sunday, who, with the excitement 
incident to the games, Will be apt to 
spend the hours in a boisterous way, 
and harm will come from them. 


From a moral standpoint there can be 
no doubt that Sunday base ball playing 
is wrong. The law looks at it in the same 
light, and prohibits it, and those who 
have the best interests of the city at 
heart will frown on Sunday base ball 
playing'as wrong. 
It will take our 
boys, our young men and many of our 
old men to these parks every Sunday 
afternoon,-and as it has done in many 
other cities, lead to worse results"than 
a mère desecration of the Sabbathi 


Last summer, with one or two excep- 
tions, the gardens of this city were 
practically closed on the Sabfeath day, (A., who has charge of the entertaiur

B B PREACHES A BISCOURSS ON A 
PROI.IFIC SUBJRCÏ. 


The Treatment of Parents by CbOdren» 
The Toung Owe as Much Consideration 
to the Aged as the Aged Do to the Young 
—Good Advice for Youth and Madden. 


The following sermon was preached 
iby Dr. Talraage in the Brooklyn Acad- 
emy of Music on Sunday 
morning, 
March 16. After expounding a chapter 
describing Absalom's carriage toward his 
father, David, and the singing of an ap- 
propriate hymn, Dr. Talmage announced 
as his text the words, "A foolish son is 
the;heavine88 of his mother."—Pror. x, 
1, He said: 


All'parents want their children to turn 
out well. However poorly father and 
mother may have done themselves, tlxey 
want their sons and daughters to do 
splendidly. 
Up to forty years of age 
parents may have ambitions for them- 
selves, after that their chief ambitions 
are for their children. 
Some of the old 
time names indicate this. 
The name of 
Abner means "his father's lamp." 
The 
name Abigail means his fathers joy. 
And what a parental delight was Splo- 
mon to David, and Samuel to Hannah, 
and Joseph to Jacob! 
And the best 
earthly staff a father has to lean on is a 
good one, and the strongest arm 
a 
mother has to help her down the steep 
of years is that of a grateful child. 
But 
it is not a rare thing to find people un- 
filial, and often the parents are them- 
selves to blame. 
Aced persons some- 
times become querulous and snappy, and 
the children have their hands full with 
the old folks. 


Before entering my profession I was 
for three months what is called a col- 
porteur. 
One day in the country dis- 
tricts I stopped at the house of a good, 
intelligent, genial farmer. 
The hos- 
pitality of such a country house is es- 
pecially pleasing to me,, for I was born 
in the country. 
This farmer and his 
wife were hardworking people, but tried 
to make their home agreeable and at- 
tractive. The farmer's father,about sixty- 
nve years of age, and his grandfather, 
about ninety, were yet alive and with 
him. 
Indeed, there were four genera- 
tions in the house, for the father had 
little (ihildren playing about the room. 


We gathered at the dining table. 
Af- 
ter the blessing was asked the farmer 
put some of the meat upon his plate and 
courteously passed it to me, when his 
father of sixty-five years cried out to 
his son, who was nt least thirty years of 
age: 
"Why do you not pass the meat as 
you always do, and let us take it off the 
plate ourselves? You are trying to show 
off because we have company." 
Mean- 
while his grandfather of ninety sat with 
his hat on at the table, his face unclean, 
and his apparel untidy. Still the farmer 
kept his patience and equipóse, and I 
never think of him without'admiration. 
He must have had more grace than I 
ever had. 


Because people are old they havejao 
right to be either ungentleraanly or un- 
canny. 
There are old people so dis- 
agreeable that they have nearly broken 
up some homes. 
The young married 
man with whom the aged one lives 
fitands it because he has been used to it 
all his life, but the young wife, coming 
in from another household, can hardly 
endure it, and sometimes almost cries 
her eyes out. And when little children 
gather in the house they are afraid of 
the venerable patriarch, who has forgot- 
ten that he ever was a child himself and 
cannot understand why children should 
ever want to play "hide and seek," or 
roll hoop, or fly kite, and he becomes 
impatient at the sOund from the nursery, 
and shouts with an expenditure of voice 
that keeps him coughing fifteen minutes 
afterwards, "Boys! stop that racket!" as 
though any boy that ever amounted to 
anything in the world did not begin by 
making a racket! 


Indeed, there are children who owe 
nothing to their parents, for those par- 
ents have been profligates. My lamented 
friend, good and Christian and lovely 
Henry Wilson, Vice President of the 
United States, in early life changed his 
name. 
Henry Wilson was not his origi- 
nal name. He dropped his father's name 
because that father was a drunkard and 
a disgrace, and the son did not feel 
called upon to carry snch a carcass all 
his life. While children must always 
be dutiful, I sympathize with all young 
people who have disagreeable or un- 
principled old folks around the house. 
Some of us, drawing out of our mem- 
ories, know that it is possible, after 
sixty or seventy or eighty or ninety 
years of age, for the old to be kind and 
genial; and the grandest adornment of a 
thome. is an aged father and an aged 
mother, if the process of years has 
mellowed them. 


Besides that, if your old parents are 
hard to get along with now, you must 
remember there was a time when they 
had hard work to get along with you. 
"When you were about five or seven or 
ten or twelve years of age what a time 
they had with you! If they had kept a 
written account of your early pranks and 
misdoings, it would make a whole vol- 
ume. 
That time when you gav.e jicur 
little sister a clip; that time when you 
explored the depth of a jar of sweet 
things for which you had no permission; 
that havoc you one day made with your 
jack-knife; that plucking from the or- 
chard of unripe fruit; that day when, 
instead of being at school, as your par- 
ents supposed, you went a-fisning; and 
aiany a time did you imperil your young 
life in places where you had no business 
to climb or swim or venture. To get you 
through your first fifteen years with 
your life and your good morals was a 
fearful draft upon parental fidelity and 
endurance. 


Indeed, it may be that much of this 
present physical and mental weakness 
in.your parents may have been a result 
of your early waywardness. 
You made 
Buch large and sudden drafts upon the 
.bank of their patience that you broke 
the bank. 
They were injured in being 
thrown while trying to break the colt. 
It is a matter of only common honesty 
that you pay back to them some of the 
long suffering which they paid to you. 
A father said to his son: "Surely 
no 
father ever had as bad a boy as I have." 
"Yes," said the son, "my grandfather 
,had." It is about the same from genera- 
tion to generation, and parents need to 
•be patient with children, and children 
dutiful to their parents. 
Taking it for 
,granted that those who hear me to-day 
have had a good parentage, I want to 
urge upon all the young the fact that 
the happiness and longevity of parents 
much depends upon the right behavior 
of their children, and I can do this no 
more effectually than by demonstrating 
the truth of my text, "A foolish son is 
the heaviness of his mother." 


Perhaps some young man astray may 
Jbe brought back by a thought of how 
they feel about hiin at home. 
A French 
Boláier lay wounded and dying in the 
<]i08pital at Geneva, Switzerland. 
His 
father, at home, seventy yeara of age, 
lieard of his son's suffering, and started 
and took the long journey and found 
the hospital, and as he entered the son 
cried: 
father, I am so glad you have 
come to see me die." "No," said the 
father, "you are not going to die; your 
mother is waiting for you, and I am 
going to take you home; I have brought 
^ou money and everything yon need." 
*]Sio," said the soldier, "they give me 
^ere every thing that is nice to eat, but 
Í have no appetite, and I must dio." 
^ h e n the father took from his knapsack 
loaf of rye bread, such as the plain 
people of this country ate, and said: 
'fiere.is a loaf of bread yonr mother 
^ade, and I am sure you can eat this; 
^he Bent it to you." Then the aoldier 
iMTlgbtened up and took the bread itnd 
' ^ i t , 
«nd 
"It is 80 good the 


bread from home, the bread that my 
mother made!" No wonder that in a 
few days he had recovered. 
O, young 
man, wounded in the battle of life, and 
discouraged, given up by yourself, and 
given up by others, the old folks at the 
country fireside have not given you up. 
I bring yon bread from home. 
It may 
be plain bread, but it is that bread of 
which if a man eat he never again shall 
hunger. 
Bread from home! Bread from 
homel 


Carrying out the idea of my text, I 
remark that a reckless or dissipated son 
makes a heavy hearted parent because 
it hurts the family pride. 
It is not the 
given name or the name which you re- 
ceived at the christening that is injured 
by your prodigality. 
You cannot hurt 
your name of John or George or Henry 
or Mary or Frances or Kachel, because 
there have been thousands of people, 
good and bad, having those names, and 
you cannot improve or depreciate the 
respectability of those given names. 
But it is your last name, your family 
name, that is at your mercy. 
All who 
bear that name are bound, before God 
and man, not to damage its happy aigni- 
fic'ance. 
You are charged, by all the 
generations of the past and all the gen- 
erations to come, to do your share for 
the protection and the honor and the 
integrity of that name. 
You have no 
right, my young friend, by a bad life to 
blot the old family Bible containing the 
story of the marriages and births 
and 
deaths of the years gone by, or to cast a 
blot upon the family Bibles whose re- 
cords are yet to be opened. 


There are in our American city di- 
rectories names that 
always 
suggest 
commercial dishonesty or libertinism or 
cruelty or meanness, just because one 
man or woman bearing that name cursed 
it forever by miscreancy. Look out how 
you stab the family name! It is espe- 
cially dear to your mother. She was not 
born under that name. 
She was born 
under another name, 
but the 
years 
passed on and she came to young wo- 
manhood, and she saw some one with 
whom she could trust her happiness, her 
life and her immortal destiny; and she 
took his name, took it while the orance 
blossoms were filling the air with fra- 
grance, took it with joined hands, took 
it while the heavens witnessed. 
She 
chose it out of all the family names 
since the world stood, chose it for bet- 
ter or worse, through 
sickness 
and 
through health, by cradles 
and by 
graves. 


Yes, she put off her old family name 
to make the family name you now wear, 
and she has done her part to make it an 
honorable name. 
How heavy a trouble 
you put upon her when, by misdeeds, 
you wrench that name from its high 
significance! To haul it down from 
your mother's forenead and trample it in 
the dust would be 
criminal. 
Your 
father's name 
maj' not be a distin- 
guished name, but I hope it stands for 
something good. 
It may not be famous, 
like that of Homer, the father of 
epic 
poetry, or Izaak Walton, the father of 
angling, or -®schylus, the father of 
tragedy, or Ethelwold, the fathef of 
monks, or Herodotus, the father of his- 
tory, or Thomas Aquinas, the father of 
moral philosophy, 
or Abraham, the 
father of the faithful, but your father 


have driven the dagger clear in np to tbe 
hilt. 


And your mother—I warrant she has 
never told you much about the nights 
when you were down with scarlet fever 
or diphtheria, rtud she slept not a wink, 
or, falling into drowsiness, your first 
cry awakened her, and brought 
the 
words, "What js it, my dear?" Ot, if 
the old rocking chair could speak! 
Oh, 
if the cradle could only tell its story of 
years! And when you got better, and 
were fretful and hard to please, as is 
usual in convalesence, 
she kept her 
patience so well, and was as kind asyou 
were unreasonable and cross. 
Oh, mid- 
nights of motherly watching, how can 
you keep silence! Speak out and tell 
that wandering young man the story that 
he so much needs to hear. 


By the bye, I wonder what has become 
of our old cradle in which 
»11 of 
the children were rocked! I must ask my 
sister when I see her next time. 
We 
were a large family, and that old cradle 
was going a good many years. I remem- 
ber just how it looked. It was old fash- 
ioned and had no tapestrv. Its two sides 
and canopy all of plain wood, but there 
was a great deal of sound sleeping in 
that cradle, and many aches and pains 
were soothed in it as it moved to and fro 
by day and night. 
Most vividly I re- 
member that thé rockers, which came 
out from under the cradle, were on the 
top and side very smooth so smooth 
that they actually glistened. 
They must 
have been worn smooth by a foot that 
long ago ceased its journey. 
How tired 
the foot that 
pressed 
it must some- 
times 
have got! But it did not stop 
for that. 
It went right on and rocked 
for Phebe the first, and for De Witt the 
last. And it was a cradle like that, or 
perhaps of modern make and richly up- 
holste'red, in which your mother rocked 
you. 
Can it be that for all that care and 
devotion you are paying her back with 
harsh words or neglect or a wicked life? 
Then I must tell you that you are the 
"foolish son who is the heaviness of his 
mother." Better go home and kiss her 
and ask her forgiveness. Kiss her on 
the lips that have so often prayed for 
you. 
Kiss her on the forehead that so 
often ached for you. 
Kiss her on the 
eyes that have so ofien wept over you. 
Better go right away, for she will be 
dead before long. 
And how will you 
feel then after you realize it is your 
waywardness that killed her? 
Eomulus 
made no law against patricide, or the 
slaying of a father; matricide, or the 
slaying of a mother, because he con- 
sidered such crimes impossible, and for 
six hundred years there was not a crime 
of that sort in Kome. 
But then 
came 
Lucius Ostius and slew his father, prov- 
ing the crime possible. 
Now, do you 
not think that the child who by wrong 
behavior sends his father to a premature 
grave is a patricide, or who, by miscon- 
duct hastens a mother into the tomb is a 
matricide? 


The heaviness of parents over a son's 
depravity is all the greater because it 
means spiritual disaster and overthrow. 
That is the worst thing about it. In the 
pension regulations a soldier receives 
for loss of both hands or feet §72. 
For 
loss of one hand and one foot $36. 
For 
loss of a hand or foot §30. For the loss 
of both eyes §72. 
But who can calcu- 
late the value of a whole man ruined 
ha^a name in a small circle as precious body, mind and soul? 
How can parents 
to him as theirs in a larger circle. Look 
^^y happiness about your future 


out how you tarnish it! 


Further, the recklessness and 
dissi- 
pation of a young man are a cause of 
parental distress at a time when the 
parent is less able to bear it. 
The 
vicissitudes of life have left their im- 
pression upon those parents. 
The eye 
is not as clear as once, nor the hearing 
as acute, nor the nerves as steady, nor 
the step as strong, and with the tide of 
incoming years comes the weight of un- 
filial behavior. 
You take your parents 
at a great disadvantage, for they cannot 
stand as much as they once cotild. 
They have not the elasticity of feeling 
with which once they could throw olï 
trouble. 
That shoulder, now somewhat 
bent, cannot bear as heavy a burden as 
once it could. 
At the time when the 
machinery is getting worn out you put 
upon it the most terrific strain. 


At sixty and seventy years the vitality 
is not so strong as at thirty or forty. 
Surely they are descending the down 
grade of life swiftly enough without 
yonr increasing the momentum. 
They 
will be gone soon enough without your 
pushing them away. 
Call in all the 
doctors who ever lived since Hippo- 
crates raised medicines from a super- 
stition to a science, and they could not 
cure the heartbreak of a mother over 
her ruined boy. 
There may be, as some 
suppose, enough herbs on earth, if dis- 
covered, to cure ail the aiments of the 
body; but nothing save a leaf from the 
tree of the heavenly Paradise can cure a 
wound made by a foolish son who is the 
heaviness of his mother. 


Perhaps it is a good thing that cruel 
treatment by a child abbreviates a par- 
ent's life; for what is there desirable in 
a father's life or a mother's life if its 
l^eace is gone? Do you not think death 
IS something beneficent if it stops the 
mother's heart from aching and her eyes 
from weeping, and says: "Yôu need 
not bear the excruciation any longer. 
Go and sleep. I will put the defense of 
a marble slab between you and that 
boy's outrages. 
Go now 
where the 
wicked cease from troubling and the 
weary are at rest!" At the departure of 
such mothers let the music be an anthem 
instead of a dirge. 
While you and I 
hear no sound, yet there are at this mo- 
ment tens of thousands of 
parental 
hearts breaking. 
All care was taken 
with the boy's schooling, all good coun- 
sels given, and the equipment for a 
sober and earnest and useful life was 
provided, but it has all gone, and the 
foolish son has become the heaviness of 
his mother. 


Much of the poignancy of the parental 
grief arises from the ingratitude of such 
behavior. 
What an undertaking it is to 
conduct a family through the ailments 
and exposures of eariy life! Talk about 
the skill demanded of a sea captain 
commanding a ship across the ocean! 
That requires less skill than to navigate 
a young soul in safety across the in- 
fantile and boyhood ye'ars. 
The sick- 
ness that assaults, the temptations that 
entrap, the anxieties that are excited! 
Young man, you will never know what 
your mother "has suffered for you. 
Y'ou 
will never know how your fathei has 
toiled for you. You have been in all 
their thoughts, in all their plans, in-all 
their prayers, from the time your first 
breath was drawn to this moment's res- 
piration. 
What they could do for your 
health, what they could do for your 
happiness, what they could do for your 
mind, what they could do for your soul, 
have been absorbing questions. To earn 
a livelihood for you has not always been 
an easy thing for your father. 
By what 
fatigues of body and what disturbances 
of mind, and long years of struggle, in 
which sometimes the losses were greater 
than the gains, ho got bread for you, 
paying for it in the sweat of his own 
brow and the red drops of his own 
heart's blood! He looks older than he 
ought to look at his years, for it has 
been work, work, work. Many a time 
he felt like giving up the battle, but 
then he looked at your helplessness and 
the helplessness of the household, and 
then he nerved himself up anew and 
said: "By the help of God I will not 
stop; my children must have home and 
education and advantages, and a com- 
fortable starting in the world, and I 
must get a little something ahead, so 
that if I am taken away these helpless 
ones will not be turned out on the cold 
charities of 
the world." 
Yes, yonr 
father has been a good friend to you. 
He has never told any one, and he never 
will tell any one, of the sacrifices he has 
made for you. And he if ready to keep 
right on until auto that hand that has 
been toiling for you all these years 
shall come thçrvery numbness of death. 
Yoa cannot afford to break bis heart. 
But yon «re doing it. Yei, you tre. Yon 


destiny, oh young man gone astray? 
Can such opposite lives as you and they 
are living come out at the same place? 
Can holiness and dissipation enter the 
same gate? Where is the little prayer 
that was taught you at your mother's 
knee? Is the God they loved and wor- 
shiped your God? It is your soul about 
which they are most anxious, your soul 
which shall live after the earth itself 
shall be girdled with flames, and the 
flames dying down, will leave the planet 
only a live coal, and the live coal shall 
have become ashes, and then the ashes 
shall be scattered by the whirlwind of 
the Almighty. 


"But," says some young man, "my 
mother is gone; my behavior will not 
trouble her any more." 
Oh that those lips had language I Life has 
passed 


With me but roughly since I heard thee last. 
What! Is she dead? How you startle 
me! Is she dead? 
Then perhaps you 
have her picture. 
Hang it np in your 
room in the place where you oftenest 
look. 
Go and study her features, and 
while you are looking the past will 
come back, and yoxx may hear her voice, 
which is now so still, speak again, say- 
ing: "From my 
heavenly home, my 
dear boy, I solicit your reformation and 
salvation. 
Go to the Christ who par- 
doned me, and He will pardon you. 
My Heaven will not be complete till I 
hear of your changing. 
But I will hear 
of jt right away, for there is joy here 
when one sinner repenteth; and oh, if 
the next news of that kind that 
comes 
up here might come up regarding you, 
oh my child of many tears and anxieties 
and prayers!" 


Come, my boy, do you not hear your 
mother's voice? 
O my son, my son, 
would God that I could die for thee! 
O my son, my son! 
Young man! what 
news for Heaven would be your conver- 
sion. Swifter than telegraphic wire ever 
carried congratulations to a wedding or 
a coronation would fly heavenward the 
news of your deliverance; and whether 
the one most interested in your salva- 
tion were on river bank or in the tem- 
ple, or on the battlements, or in the 
great tower, the message would be in- 
stantly received, and before this service 
is closed angel would cry to angel: 
"Have you heard the news? 
Out yonder 
is a mother who has just heard of her 
wayward boy'i redemption. 
Another 
prodigal has got home. 
The dead is 
alive again, and the lost is found. 
Hal- 
lelujah! Amen!"

Hie ChüloiMi Wax HlBMb 


The wax mines or ozokexit deposits 
Df Easterm Galicia, which a syndicate of 
American capitalists have leased or pur- 
chased, form one of the most curious 
lelds of industry imaginable. 
They 
are at and around Boryslaw, which is 
also the center of the Eastern oil dis- 
trict of that part of Austria. They have 
been, for generations in the possession 
of Polish Jews of the most avaricious 
class, who have worked them in the 
most primitive manner. 
The wax lies 
in beds, like clay, at depths of from 350 
to 600 feet. Shafts are sunk to the beds. 
The sides are curbed with timbers, but 
in such a careless and unscientific way 
that they are constantly caving in and 
Durying workmen in the depths. 
From 
four to six men are killed in this way 
Bvery week. 
The owners of the mines 
persistently refuse to go to the expense 
of making their shafts safe, and the la- 
borer^ are at their mercy. 
Z. The Boryslaw wax field is only fifty 
acres in extent, and upon that 10,000 
shafts have been sunk. 
Twelve thou- 
sand men .live and work on thát tract. 
The owners of the deposits have made 
immense fortunes from the product, as 
it is very valuable, bringing eight cents 
a pound at the pits. Its use until within 
a few years was confined solely to mak- 
ing candles, but the manifold uses to 
which paraffine has been adapted .has 
given this Galician deposit wider util- 
ity. 
The region is intensely Catholic, 
and holy days are constantly occurring, 
upon which occasion vast numbers of 
candles are used. 
The ozokerit lies in 
veins sixteen inches thick. 
It is dug 
out with shovels, and raised from the 
shaft with buckets and windlass. 
The 
owners are the only merchants, bank- 
ers and hotel-keepers in the region. 
Everything is mortgaged to them. 
The 
men shave their heads, leaving only a 
tuft of hair at each temple. 
The wo- 
men also shave their heads, 
wearing 
mohair wigs instead of their natural 
head covering.

In the short distance traversed by the 
pigmy it crosses eleven streams, with 
bridges from five to thirty-five feet in 
height.

in the mines of Missouri and Illinois. 
The cars and engines are constructed 
fio as to be very near the ground, insur- 
ing great safety. The cars are provided 
with single seats on each side of the 
aisle. 


The car itself weighs but four tons, 
the weight of an ordinary car being 
twenty to twenty-six tons. 
The engine 
without the tender weighs seven tons, 
and runs with two passenger or freight 
cars at the rate of ten miles an hour. 
There is a smaller railroad than this in 
the United .States—the one in Bucks 
County, Pennsylvania—but it is only 
kept as an expensive toy by a rich 
farmer, who has made a fortune out of 
oil.

\YHAT THIRTY YEARS HAVE DONE 
FOR THE WORI'D'S FAIR CITY. 


Sketches of Early I^andmarks Made a 
Tbird of a Century Ago — Wonderful 
Growth and Development of the Giant 
Metropolis of the West. 


HE selection of 
Chicago as the 
place for hold- 
ing the World's 
Fair in 1892 has 
centered all éj ) 
upon the great 
lake city, and at 
home and abroad 
deep interest is 
being exhibited 
in the history, 
location, 
a n d 
surroundings of 
the Western metropolis that, in tlxirtr 
years, has increased a poimlation of 
26,000 to over 1,100,000. 
Chicago is 
the wonder of the world in its marvel- 
bus growth and develoi^ment, and 
those who visit it for the first time will 
find it difficult to realize that, less 
than half a century since, the yells of 
bloodthirsty savages echoed across a 
Bwampy waste Avhere now the cheery 
whistles of a thousand arri^ing and de- 
parting trains daily send their music 
ringing among the grandest business 
blocks and most palatial residences in 
the world. One thing will astonish the 
stranger—the city has no antiquities 
to show; everything is new, modern, 
progijessive. Chicago has few oldland- 
mai 
—perhaps no city in the country 
BO few—and its enormous population, 
and the vast throngs that yearly visit 
it, see changes that resemble the mag- 
ical transformations from an enchanted 
wand. 
What the fire of 1871 did not 
destroy time in its ravages has caused 
to decay or crumble, and only a few 
tablets or monuments mark spots that. 
In the annals of local history, are cher- 
ished and revered. 


The old landmarks of London, Paris, 
New York, Boston, and other large 
cities are celebrated and preserved; 
but they were built to stand—of iron, 
of stone, of brick or of heavy woods— 
while in Chicago the early remoteness 
Df the prairie site, the paucity of 
stanch building material, the fear of 
Indian onslaughts forced frail and in- 
secure construction. 
Hence, he who 
visited the lake city a quarter of a cen- 
tury since looks in vain for once famil- 
iar structures that are now only a 
memory of the past. The old is ever 
disappearing in the rush of modern 
progress, and sharp contrasts, rapid 
changes, marvelous improvements are 
the result. 
The water-works, the old 
Baptist University, the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad depot, the Ogden man- 
sion and a few such ])Iaces are still in 
existence, but even these will soon be 
swallowed up in the march of time, 
which is replacing the old with a new 
line of buildings that will jDrobably 
stand for centuries. 
There is an essen- 
tially new Chicago, and it dates from 
the great fire, and only in old jjrints 
or from memory can the most ancient 
resident recall landmarks that were 
then the chief jioints of interest in the 
history of the city. 


The" earliest view of Chicago, after it 
had really become a growing town, is 
reproduced herewith. 
It shows old 
Fort Dearborn block house, the arena 
of many an attack and massacre; the 
lighthouse, plain and primitive;- and 
the Marine Hospital. All these struct- 


ftbout tobe bnilt-comprised an event 
in local progress. 
Where a few omni- 
buses then ran, now some 
twenty 
diverging lines of hoise cars and cable 
cars center, and the entire structures 
located on the street in 1856 cost less 
than many single blocks now represent 
in value. 


At that date Chicago had three great 
markets—one in each division of the 
city. The one illustrated is that which 
was located on the site of the Hay- 
market massacre, where the anarchists 
threw the bomb which cost the Chicago 


old tavern was kept by Mark Bean- 
bien, 
a half-breed, 
whose parents 
owned most of Chicago at one time, 
and who sold the magnificent lake front 
for a song, and gave away valuable 
acres as pay for a cord of wood. Mark, 
it is stated, had very few articles of 
bed or table linen in those primitive 
days, and about breakfast time he 
would creep into the room of some 
strange guest, utter terrific yells, make 
him shrink under the bedclothes with 
the belief that Indians were attacking 
the place, snake off the sheet, and

A miedical examiner for a life insnr-. 
ance company describes one way of 
finding out whether a person has any 
organic disease or not %s follows :

police force so dearly. It was the great 
meat and vegetable distributing point 
of the West Division, and near by was 
the haymarket for farmers. It was the 
town hall, forum and police station of 
that section of the city, and was torn 
down some years before the fire of 
1871. 


There are few natives of Chicago 
who will be able to recall the old mar- 
ket, even when assisted by the picture. 
It has been almost forgotten, yet here 


take it down stairs for use as a table- 
cloth. The Lake Street House now 
occupies a corner one square west of 
its original location, and thousands 
pass the neatly renovated 
structure 
daily and little dream that it is one of 
the ancient structures of the city. 


The early water system embraced a 
pumping works near the lake, in the 
north division of the city, and reser- 
voirs in the south and west divisions. 
The one located in the latter section is

in the early fifties the rich and poor 
were wont to come from all parts of 
the prairies that then constituted the 
West Division, and gossip and buy 
supplies for the day at the various 
stalls, much as is the prevailing custom 
in Philadelphia, Baltimore and other 
Eastern cities now. 
Then there were 
only thirty thousand j^eople here, and 
one mile west of the river ciAdlization 
practically ended. 
The center of the 
division had an old tavern called the

ures disappeared many years since, 
but in the early forties they formed the 
most interesting portion of a city that 
even then was spreading rapidly; so 


Bull's Head, but that was considered 
almost out in the country. An old- 
timer claims that he had the delirium 
tremens at the Bull's Head tavern in

In 185(3 the Little Woods, located 
about two miles from the river, was 
considered the primeval' forest ' by 
young Chicagoans. 
In 1860 progress 
turned the Sjiot into blocks, and the 
Big Woods, two miles further nort,h, 
became the nearest timber. In ten 
years both these places had disap- 
peared, and so in every section of the 
city two-mile taverns,four-mile taverns, 
six-mile taverns, this suburb and tliat 
one, have become absorbed, built over, 
transformed, until the land is built al- 
most solid, far as the eye can reach 
from the highest i3oint of view in the 
city. 


With the advent of the World's Fair, 
and the impetus it Avill give to im- 
provement, within ten years Chicago 
will probably outstri]) any city on the 
continent in wealth, population, and 
extent.—Chicago Ledger.

The oper- 
ation in medical language is known as 
percussion. 


"Now the healthy lung gives out a 
peculiar note ui^on perciission. The 
best imitation of it, according to Flint, 
is the sound heard when we strike upon 
a loaf of bread. It is a peculiar sound 
and must bo studied and held in the 
mind as a standard, for by it all other 
percussion notes are judged, and they 
may range all the Avay from absolute 
dullness, indicating complete solidifi- 
cation, to absolute tympanitis, indicat- 
ing a cavity or the i)resence of air or 
gas. 


"The character of the percussion 
sounds, therefore, changes with the 
changed condition of the lung, and va- 
riation from the standard of health 
indicates an altered condition of this 
organ. 


"For instance, if the heart is en- 
larged the area of dullness will be 
greater than normal, and there will be 
certain sounds called murmurs, indica- 
tive of a changed condition of its in- 
ternal structure, as Ave. will see Avhen 
we discuss the circulatory organs. 


"If the liver or any other organ is 
enlarged or atrophied, there Avill be 
greater or less area of dullness than 
Avhen the organ is in its normal condi- 
tion. 


"Thus we determine the presence of 
diseases by the nature of the physical 
signs obtained. If they are iiresent, 
action must be taken 
accordingly, 
either by jiostponement or rejection. 
If the signs indicate health, of course 
the case is insurable, proA'icled all 
other things are up to the requirements

KNTÎBIŒSTING 
FACTS 
CONCEKNING 
TH£S£ BIBDS. 


The Parrots of South 
America, Cnha, 
Mexico, and Other Countries—How to 
Feed Them, Preserve Their Health, and 
Prolong Their £.ives. 
There are a great many parrots in 
Chicago, some of them 
fluent 
talk- 
ers, and the 
o w n e r s of 
those parrots 
think a great 
deal of them 
—much more 
in many in- 
stances than 
their friends 
and acquain- 
tances think. 
Few i^eople, 
h o w e V e r, 
know the dif- 
f e r e n c e be- 
tAveen the va- 
rieties of the 
w o n d e r f u l 
tropical bird, 
a n d feAV p e r - 
sons seeking 
one w o u l d 
kUow hoAV to 
make a wise 
purchase, or, 
h a v i n g s e- 
cured the prize, how to treat it prop- 
erly. A parrot enthusiast in a recent 
article in the San Francisco 
Chronicle 
gives much interesting and valuable 
information, which is here reproduced: 
"I suppose you know that every ship 
from the Isthmus lands at least a scorp 
of parrots in San Francisco," said an 
enthusiastic bird-tamer to a reporter 
recently. 


"What becomes of them?" 
"I believe most of them die witliin a 
month for want of proper care, and very 
few of the rest learn to talk. It 
wouldn't be an exaggeration to say 
that half the population of San Fran- 
cisco has tried its hand at parrot-keep- 
ing, but a good talking bird is as rare 
as ever, and will ahvays command a 
. high price. Of course, all the parrots 
don't come from the Isthmus or the 
coast towns where the steamers call. 
But enough come from these points itt a 
low figure to make it well Avorth while 
for a man to undertake the business of 
training and acclimatizing them." 


"Some A'arieties are better 
than 
others, are they not ?" 


"Yes, but practically any parrot can 
be trained to talk if you commence 
Avhen the bird is young. 
There is a 
common but foolish notion that it is 
only the male birds that talk. As a 
matter of fact there is no more differ- 
ence in this respect than in the human 
species. The hen parrot can do her 
share of talking about as well as a 
woman's rights adA'ocate." 


"Do the different kind of j^arrots re- 
quire different food ?" 


"Certainly; that is one of the secrets. 
Let me describe to you here the kinds 
of parrot commonly met with in this 
country. Of course you knoAv they are 
all imported and acclimatized, the bird 
;being strictly tropical in its natural 
habitat. 
The Mexican double yelloAV- 
head parrots are among the best birds 
we get; they have better talking jDower, 
greater sharpness in picking u?) words 
and tricks, and a more pleasing-human- 
like voice than the other varieties. 
They are also quick to become attached 
to their owners, and to make strangers 


feel like strangers, Avhicli is one of the 
chief charms of a parrot for the a Average 
man or Avoman. That's human nature, 
isn't it ? If a parrot Avill talk to every- 
body the owner has no use for it. This 
variety has another good quality; that 
of fearlessness. A Mexican double 
yelloAV-head parrot Avill convince any 
cat in about tAvo minutes that distance 
lends both enchantment and safety to 
the view. 
As to Avhat these birds can 
learn, I will only say that they have 
been taught to imitate all the animals 
in the barnyard—the rooster, the dog, 
the pea-hens, the turkeys. 
They can 
be made to rei>eat half a dozen letters 
of the alphabet in succession, spell 
Avords, and, as to sAvearing, they Avill 
pick up 'cuss' Avords as quick as au}^ 
10-year-old gamin, 


"Parrots are reckless feeders, and 
that is the cause of most of their ail- 
ments. 
The birds naturally live on 
seeds and fruit, under conditions Avhich 
permit them to have fresh food at all 
times and plenty of air and sunlight. 
But a parrot in captiA'ity is kept in a 
state of chronic irritability by hot and 
improper food — coffee, meat, 
stale 
bread, sour A^egetables at the bottom of 
its cage—is it a Avonder that the bird 
sickens ? 


"The hardiest of all varieties is the 
African gray, but it should neA^er be 
fed Avith soft bread, Avhich agrees Avell 
with other parrots. 
The proper thing 
for this bird is a diet of Avater, crack- 


A hardy bird. A good African parrot 
is not dear at $50 or even $100." 


" What other varieties come here ?" 
"The Cuban parrot. It is a very 
beautiful bird, a good talker, and a 
fair whistler. This is a delicate variety 
till thoroughly acclimated, and is sub- 
ject to all the rules about a Umited 
water diet." 


"Are there any SQuth American par- 
rots in the market ?" 


"They are scarce, but one of the best 
is the Maracaibo. It is almost as beau- 
tiful as the Cuban variety and about 
the same size. 
One of these birds is 
said to have been taught to talk both 


«Vìcai-i». 
lo¿>lc we 
Kea^-' 


in German and English and even to 
whistle airs. 
Most of these go to 
England. A Maracaibo parrot is Avorth 
anything from $10 to S500, according 
to its accomplishments." 


"What about the redhead parrots?" 
"There are two varieties usually met 
with—one is the Mexican, the other 
the Porto Eico. 
These are very much 
alike, with one exception—the feathers 
of the Porto Eico bird are tipi^ed Avith 
red on the back and breast, while the 
Mexican"variety is a solid green, Avith 
the red patch on the head much larger 
and brighter. 
The Mexican l>irds are 
fairly hardy and have very bright, ex- 
pressiA'e eyes. 
TJ^ey make splendid 
talkers and good Avhistlers. 
They are 
also quick to learn tricks." 


"You spoke of double yellow-head 
parrots. 
What does 'double' mean?" 


"Oh, there is a single yellow-head in 
Avhich the golden area is much smaller. 
This variety is not as good a whistler 
as the other parrots, but it is the most 
docile of all and a rare talker. 
Once 
tamed it will make friends with any- 
body. 
Some people think less of it on 
that account, but it is a good bird to 
have around where there are children." 


"Parrot improve rapidly in value ac- 
cording to their talking powers, I sup- 
pose?" 


"Yes, so much that a good talker is 
Avorth $100, where a finer-looking bird 
that can not talk is only worth SlO."

E. MAX, writing in 
t h e 
Detroit J'^ee 
Press, makes some 
sensible 
r e m a r k s 
touching this sub- 
ject. He says that 
t h o s e 
a m i a b l e 
friends of the hu- 
'man race Avho Avork 
by Avay of killing 
time; Avhen the im- 
pulse moves them, 
are in the habit oi 
assuring us that no 
pleasure equals that 
Av h i c h is derived 
from Avork. 


In one set of circumstances that is 
true. In another set of circumstances 
it is radically untrue. 
The Avriter says 
that after sitting at his desk for eight 
hours, a foot-race, a club-swinging 
match or any physical labor is a lux- 
ury, a literal rest' from Aveariness. Of 
course pleasure is the accompaniment 
and the i:>roduct of work so performed. 
He says he has not discovered 
that 
there is much Avork of the drudgery 
kind that is in itself 
pleasurable. 
Primarih* (and scripturally) work is 
called a curse: yet NeAvton delighted 
in the work Avhich dominated his life 
and often made him forget his English- 
man's dinner. We hear of comiiosers 
made ecstatic by their Avork and obliv- 
ious of the ordinary demands of the 
body in presence of their own crea- 
tions of entrancing sound; but it is 
little to the purpose to point out the 
exce])tional and abnormal persons Avho 
live in a kind of sweet delirium, which 
the big world of toilers can neither feel 
nor understand. 


It is true that work is often a source 
of pleasure, the degree of Avhich de- 
pends xipon the worker's capacity for 
pleasure. 
This capacity in its turn 
depends on one's euA-ironment, habit, 
and education; but work in the ab-

The true worker must

Notwithstanding tins, it has been esti- 
mated that, when all available sources 
of -H atcr supply for irrigation are util- 
ized, there will only be water enough 
to irrigate about one-fourth of the land 
needing irrigation.

ever, from melting snow, rains, and 
natural springs, aided by artesian 
wells and pumping machinery. 
But 


there is another source of water sup- 
ply, hitherto unnoted, which is des- 
tined to become a factor of most 
wonderful importance in the prob- 
lem 
of 
the 
reclamation 
of 


the arid lands.- It is the underflow. 
Tims is the broad and deep subter- 
ranean volume of water which slowly 
flows through the sand and giavel un- 
derlying most, if not all, the streams 
which traverse the plains adjacent to 
the Rocky Mountain system, these 
plains constituting the greater portion 
of the laud which will require irriga- 
tion. 


These underground streams, which, 


extended investigation shows, 
flow 


steadil", though slowly, through their 
sandy medium, ar« probably much 
greater in volume thaa the streams 
upon the surface, and there are indica- 
tions that they are also much more nu- 
merous, and there is little question 
that they are, iu large measure, distinct 
from surface streams in the direction 
of their flow. 
But little investigation 


has been made as yet into the extent of 
these underground bodies of water. 
In the valley of the Arkansas River, 
particularly that part extending from 
the 100th meridian westward some :j()() 
miles, the subterranean flow is both 
wide and deep, and is an average of 
but three- feet below the surface of the 
low lands along the river. 


At Garden City, Kan., which is on 


the Arkansas River, fifty miles west of 
the one hundredth meridian and sev- 
enty miles cast from the west line of 
tho State, the water-bearing bed of 
sand and gravel is .'510 feet deep: and 
engineers, who have made a study of 
the matter, find it probably over fiftv 
miles wid". Though it is not probable 
that Mich depth and width a-.e. by any 
means, uniform, yet that a prosit width 
and di'pth are maintained thioughout 
thr 
'AW miles mentioned, has been 


di'inonstratal. This renders flic use 
of improved pumping machinery cheap 
and effective, to a limited extent, for 
the pnrjK>se of raising water to the sur- 
face for nsf in inigation; but, a sys- 
tem is available wlijcli will utili/etlievc 
vast subterranean stores of » ater, and 
ivhjch is simple, cheap, sud j ermauent, j 


writer has made a special study foi 
some years, yet sufficient is kuown of £ 
large number of other streams, as the 
Platte, Canadian, Missouri, etc., wit! 
their tributaries, to convince the wri- 
ter that the area of land which will 
ultimately be reclaimed by irrigation 
will at least double the amount at pres- 
ent estimated as reclaimable. 


The great value of this method oi 


securing a water supply lies in this: 
That the water caught and held back 
in the mountains by means of storage 
reservoirs, 
lakes and forests, 
and 


spread out over the lands nearest to 
these sources of supply will speedily 
find its way, in large measure, into the 
underflow, and can thus be used again 
and again in its progress down the 
long slopes which it must traverse on 
its way toward the sea. 
That part 


which does not thus sink again and 
again into the under strata, will rise 
into the air by evaporation to be again 
deposited either ujx>n mountain or 
plain in the form of rain, snow or dew. 
None of that part which is evaporated 
can be lost. 


The accompanying map shows the 


generally accepted Ixmndaries of what 
is known as "the and region," and be- 
tween the two shaded lines on the 
right is shown the strip of country 
which will be most benefited by the 
development of the vast subterranean 
sources of water supply for irrigation, 
which may be tapped and utilized in 
hundreds of places, not only in the 
region thus outlined, but throughout 
the entire territory in which irrigation 
is needed. "The lauds which will thus 
be furnished with irrigation are in very 
large proportion smooth as to surface, 
possessing .soil of great depth and ex- 
ceedingly rich, and having a fine cli- 
mate. They are too far from the moun- 
tains to secure a reliable supply of 
water from torrential sources, and, at 
the same time, they already contain 
many settlers who have been tempted, 
or gone mistakenly, beyond the boun- 
daries of humid areas. 
Hence, the 


underflow will not only furnish 
to 


many million acres of rich land the 
only sure means of irrigation, but will 
turn the sorrow of many thousand toil- 
ing settlers into joy by giving to their 
arid homesteads the means of the high- 
est degree of fertility and a certainty 
of much greater success in farming 
than can be secured by natural rainfall.

GERMANY'S new chancellor may be 


quite equal to the demands of the high 
position to which he has been called, 
but there is a lamentable lack of the 
Teutonic in the appearance and pronun- 
ciation of his name. There was a very 
strong suggestion of the German charac- 
ter in the name of CaJ Otto Von Bis- 
marck-Schoenhausen, and

succeeded by a person loaded down 
with the name of George Leo Caprivi 
Caprera de Montecuculi. 


Miss MINNIE MADDEKN, the bright

A BILL has been introduced in tbe 


Maryland legislature making voting 
compulsory. It is aimed at the rich 
man and good citizen who does not take 
enough interest in politics to vote. The 
bill requires the judges in each voting 
precinct, at the close of the polls at each 
election to make out a list of the per- 
sons ijot voting at that election, this 
list to be ceitified to the clerks of the 
circuit courts, they immediately issuing 
summons lequiriug the offenders 
to 


appear before the judges of the court to 
show cause, if any they have, why they 
should not be fined $5 and costs for not 
voting. Such a law, it seems to us, is a 
very queer law, but it may bo that we 
don't look at it through the right kind of 
specs. 


RHODE ISLAND will hold a state elec- 


tion on April 1. Under the laws of that 
state it requires a majority of all the 
votes cast to elect. If the people fail to 
give a majority vote at the polls the leg- 
islature elects. Owing to the vicious 
laws of that state, which disfranchises 
thousands of people, and a peculiar 
gerrymander, the legislature is sure to 
be republican. 
Last year the demo- 


cratic candidate for governor received a 
plurality of 4,000 and came within 265 
votes of receiving a majority, but the 
legislature elected bis republican oppo- 
nent, who received nearly 4,000 votes 
less. Thus it is lawful for a legislature 
to elect a governor who falls 4,000 votes 
short of a plurality, while it is unlawful 
for the people to elect a governor who 
has received 4,000 votes more than the 
next highest candidate,

It appears that Fort Wayne is going 


to have a series of Sunday base ball 
games during the coming season. The 
games are to be played by the clubs 
composing the Fort Wayne Amateur 
Base Ball association, and are ad\er- 
tised to commence at Ceutlivre's and 
Sport*' park ou Sunday, April 27, and 
continue each Sunday thereafter until 
tbe close of the season, 


Now 
there is, of couise, nothing 


wrong in playing base ball, when the 
games are conducted properly, and free 
from those influences which lead to 
harm, but there is no legitimate excuse 
for playing it ou the Sabbath day. It 
will result in congregating at the parks 
named above a large crowd of people 
each Sunday, v. ho, with the excitement 
incident to the games, will be apt to 
spend the hours in a boisterous way, 
and harm will come from them. 


From a moral standpoint there eau be 


no doubt that Sunday base ball playing 
is wrong. The law looks at it in the same 
light, and prohibits it, and those who 
have the best interests of the city at 
heart will frown on Sunday base ball 
playing,'as wrong. 
It will take our 


boys, our young men and many of our 
old men tu these parks every Sunday 
afternoon, and as it has done in many 
other cities, lend to worse results'than 
a mere desecration of the Sabbath. 


Last summer, with one or two excep- 


tions, the gaidfus of this city were 
practically closed on tbe Sabbath day, 
ami rioting and drunkenness on Sunday 
was nothing like it had been in former 
years. Are the bars to be thrown down 
this year by permitting the d:iy to be 
desecrated in this public manner?

Tho wax mines or ozokerit deposits 


Df Eastern tialieia, which a syndicate of 
American capitalists hnve leased or pur- 
chased, form one of tho most curious 
>iokh of industry imaginable. They 
arc at and around Uoiyhlaw, which is 
also the center of tho Kastern oil dis- 
trict of that part of Austria. They have 
boon for gcnoiations in the possession 
of Polish Jews of the most avaricious 
class, who have worked them in the 
most primitive manner. 
The wax lies 


in beds, like clay, at depths of from 330 
to COO feet. Shafts are sunk to the beds. 
The sides are curbed with timbers, but 
in such a careless and unscientific way 
that they aro constantly caving inland 
ourying*workmen in the depths. Prom 
four to sis men are killed in this way 
fcvery week. The owners of the mines 
persistently refuse to go to the expense 
of makiug "their shafts safe, and the la- 
borers are at their mercy.

Chicago is 
the Bonder oi the world in it* marvel- 
ous giowth 
and development, and 


those \vlio \isit it for the first time will 
tiud it difficult to realize that, le.^« 
than half n century since, the yells of 
bloodthirsty savages echoed across a 
swampy waste w here now the cheery 
whistles of n thousand arriving and de- 
parting trains daily -send their music 
ringing among the grandest business 
blocks and most palatial residences in 
the world. One thing will astonish the 
stranger—-the city has no antiquities 
to show; everything is new, modern, 
progressive. Chicago has few old land- 
marks—perhaps no city in the country 
BO few—and its enormous population, 
and the vast throngs that yearly visit 
it, see changes that resemble the mag- 
ical transformations fiom an enchanted 
wand. What the tire of 1871 did not 
destroy time in its ravages has caused 
to decay or crumble, and only a few 
tablets or monuments mark spots that, 
in the annals of local history, are cher- 
ished and revered. 


The old landmarks of London, Paris, 


New York, Boston, and other large 
cities are celebrated and preserved; 
but they were built to stand -of iron, 
of stone, of bi ick or of heavy woods — 
while in Chicago the early remoteness 
of the prairie site, the paucity of 
stanch building material, the fear of 
Indian onslaughts forced frail and in- 
secure construction. 
Hence, he who 


visited the lake city a quarter of a cen- 
tury since looks in vain for once famil- 
iar structures that are now only a 
memory of the past. The old is ever 
disappearing in the rush of modern 
progress, and sharp contrasts, rapid 
changes, marvelous inipio\ements are 
the result. The water-works, the old 
Baptist Univeisity, the Illinois Cen- 
tral It ail road de] ot, the Ogdcn man- 
sion and a few such ).laces are still in 
existence, but even these will soou be 
swallowed up in the march of time, 
which is replacing the old with a new 
line of buildings that will probably 
stand for centuries. 
There is an essen- 


tially new Chicago, and it dates from 
the great lire, and only in old prints 
or from memory can the most ancient 
resident recall landmarks that were 
then the chief points of interest in the 
history of the city. 


The earliest view of Chicago, after it 


had really become a growing town, is 
reproduced herewith. 
It shows old 


Fort Dearborn block house, the arena 
of many an attack and massacre; the 
lighthouse, plain and primitive;- and 
the Marine Hospital. All these strnct- 


about to be built comprised an event 
in local progress. Where a few omni- 
buses then ran, now .some twenty 
diverging lines of horse car.-, and cable 
cars center, and the entire structures 
located on the street in 185fi cost less 
than many single blocks.now lepresent 
in value. 


At that date Chicago had three great 


markets —one in each division of the 
city. The one illustrated is that which 
was located on the site of the Hay- 
market massacre, vhere the anarchists 
threw the lx>mb which cost the Chicago

It is a peculiar sound 
and must bo studied and held in tho 
mind as a standard, for by it all other 
percussion notes are judged, and they 
may range all the wiy from absolute 
dullness, indicating complete solidifi- 
cation, to absolute tympanitis, indicat- 
ing u cavity or the presence of air or 
gas. 


"Tho character of the percussion 


sounds, therefore, changes with the 
changed condition of tho lung, and -va- 
riation from thy siaudaid of health 


I indicates an altered condition of this 
organ. 


"For instance, if the heart is en- 


larged the area of dullness will be 
greater than normal, and there will be 
certain sounds called murmurs, indica- 
tive of a changed condition of its in- 
ternal structure, as we will see when 
we discuss the circuUtory organs. 


''If the liver or a iv other organic 


enlarged or atrophied, there will be 
greater or less areii of dullness than 
when the organ is in it-, normal condi- 
tion. 


"Thus we determine tho presence of 


diseases by the natu:e of the physical 
signs obtained. If they are present, 
action must be tt-keu accordingly, 
either by postponement or rejection.

But enough come from these pointssta 
low figure to make it well worth while 
for a man to undertake the business of 
training and acclimatizing them." 


"Some varieties are better than 


others, are they not ?" 


"Yes, but practically any parrot can 


be trained to talk if you commence 
when the bird is young. There is a 
common but foolish notion that it is 
only the male birds that talk. 
As a 


matter of fact there is no more differ- 
ence in this respect than in tho human 
species. The hen parrot can do her 
share of talking about as well as a 
woman's rights athoeate." 


"Do the different kind of parrots re- 


quire different food ?" 


"Certainly; that is one of the secrets.

times and plenty of air and sunlight. 
But u parrot iu captivity is kept in a 
stale of clnonic irritability by hot and 
impioper food—coi'fce, meat, stale 
bread, sour vegetables at tho bottom of 
its cage—is it a wonder that the bird 
sickens ? 


"The hardiest of nil varieties is the 


African gray, but it should never be 
fed with soft bread, which agrees well 
with other put rots. Tho proper thing 
for this bird is a diet of water, crack- 


a hardy bird. 
A good African parrot 


is not dear at *50 or even £100." 


"What other varieties como here?" 
"The Cuban parrot. It is a very 


beautiful bird, a good talker, and a 
fair whistler. This is a delicate variety 
fill thoroughly acclimated, and is sub- 
ject to all the rules about a limited 
water diet."

"They are scarce, but one of the best

J'rcas, makes some 
sensible r e m a r k s - 
touching this sub- 
ject. He says that 
t h o s e a m i a b l e 
friends of the hu- 
man race who work 
iby way of killing 
time; when the im- 
pulse moves them, 
are in the habit oi 
assuring us that no 


>il pleasure equals that 


w h i c h is derived 
from work. 


In one set of circumstances that is 


true. In another set of circumstances 
it is radically untrue. The writer says 
that after sitting at his desk for eight 
hours, a foot-race, a club-swinging 
match or any physical labor is a lux- 
ury, a literal rest from weariness. Of 
course pleasure is the accompaniment 
and the product of work so performed. 
He says he has not discovered that 
there is much work of the drudgery 
kind that is in itself 
pleasurable. 


Primarily (and scripturally) work is 
called a curse; yet New ton delighted 
in the work which dominated his life 
and often made him forget his English- 
man's dinner. We hear of composers 
made ecstatic by their work and obliv- 
ious of the ordinary demands of the 
body in presence of their own crea- 
tions of entrancing sound; but it is 
little to the purpose to point out the 
exceptional and abnormal persons who 
live in a kind of sweet delirium, which 
the big w orld of toilers can neither feel 
nor understand. 


It is true that work is often a source 


of pleasure, the degree of which de- 
pends upon tho worker's capacity for 
pleasure. 
This capacity in its turn 


depends on one's environment, habit, 
and education; but woik in the ab- 
stract—the work that is done on com- 
pulsion, which is true of most work— 
is more painful 
than 
pleasurable, 


However, even dull 
plodding and 


hopelessly monotonous drudgery be- 
come an inspiration and a joy when 
undertaken at the command of love. 
No merely selfish joy ever equaled the 
joy of that worker who bends his back 
under the heauost burdens of this 
world that the objects of his love and 
solicitude may be the gainers by his 
endeavor and sacrifice. 


The mere laborer is a despairing or a 


stolid slave. The true worker must 
have underlying his life some clearly 
defined object for which he works. 
Without it, his energies early become 
bankrupt, and his struggle 
bears 


about tlie same relation to work in its 
nobler scnso that the spasmodic and 
vain clutchings of the drowing man 
bear to the strokes of the bold and 
easy swimmer who dispoits. himseli 
for pastime.

It u a medallion depicting David in 


Hie act ol jHiuriiig out tliu longed-for 
"water of the well of IJcthlchem," pro- 
onred bv him bv "th,. throe mighh 
men'' at the. risk of their lives. This, 
medallion oomuieiiiorates the similar 
heroic action of a Christian Muori, who 
liad been a pupil of Doctor Solwyu's 
•when ho was JSishop of New Zealand. 


This Maori, Ilcncro Taratoa, when 


the war broke out, felt liound to join his 
tribe. 'He won placnl in charge of a 
fortified village known as the formid- 
able ''I iato Pa." 
The British stormed 


the im and were repulsed with great 
slaughter. 


Several wounded officers were Ictt in- 


side tho village, and ouoof them feebly 
moaned for water. Thero was no water 
to be had, the nearest lining within the 
British lines. 
At night this young 


Christian Maori ,-ivpt down, at the risk 
of his life, within the lino of English 
.sentries, tilled a vessel with water, and 
carried it hack to the jm to refresh his 
dying enemy's HJJS. 


The nest 
day the British again 


stormed the place, and llencro was 
killed. On his person was found the 
text of Holy Scripture which had sug- 
gested tun deed. 
If thiuo cnomythirst, 


give him drink. 


The Maorios went to war to maintain 


thoir right to a territory of which they 
liod been unjustly deprived.. Hundreds 
of them had received Christianity as 
taught by Biibop Selwyn, and, singu- 
lar as it may seem, tried to wage war 
according to Christian principles. 


One day a llritish officer, command- 


ing a fort on the Waikato, saw several 
largo canoes coming down the stream, 
with a white flag Hying. On slopping 
them he found they were from a very 
strong jia, up the river, 'and wore 
loaded with potatoes and -several milch 
goats, ns a present to tlio llritish Gen- 
eral and his soldiers. The chiefs of the 
pa, having heard that the tfnclish 
troops were short of provisions, were 
carrying out literally the Scripture in- 
junction tliey had learned in the mission 
schools, "If thine enemy hunger, feed 
him; if he thirst, give him drink." 


Cruelty to Ul,ilal,-r». 


The Key. Dr. Theodore L. Cuylcr 


ftrites as follows touching cruelty to 
ministers : 


Somo pastors areinastersof the situa- 


tion. Their flocks would no more think 
of turning them out of their pulpita 
than they would of setting fire to their 
church edifice. Some other ministers 
are possessed of an independent income, 
BO that if they are dislodged— either 


• justly or unjustly -from their pas- 


torates, they are abundantly able to pro- 
vide for their families. But these two 


. classes, even if combined, would com- 


pose only a small minority of the min- 
isters on our rolls. 


Tho avorago minister is not possessed 


of extraordinary genius and pulpit gifts, 
nor is he the owiier of au independent 
fortune. He simply hasthe average in- 
tellectual and spiritual qualifications 
for the oversight of the average church. 
When he is installed in due form, over 
that church ho is supposed to be settle! 
there-provided he does not lapse into I 
scandalous errors, or conduct uuworthv 
of au embassador of Jesus Christ. But 
by and by some of the congregation 
hare "itch-ears" for a new minister. 
Their church is not a great church, but 
they fancy that it ought to have a great 1 
pastor. 
Some others in the congrega- 


tion have taken offense at the plain- 
speaking of God's messenger, or per- j 
haps have not had all the personal at- 
tention that they claim. For such rea- 
sons as these, or for no reasons, a dis- ! 
satisfaction grows up which makes it so ! 
uncomfortable for the pastor that he is j 
compelled to resign. The superior bodv ' 
is called to dissolve aconncction, which, ] 
intheon, is a hand of steel, b«t in 
reality is a rope of sand. The usual 
resolutions are passed, some one is sent 
as an "undertaker'' to declare the pul- 
pit vacant and the pnor, faithful minis- j 
tcr suddenly ' find* himself '(he most i 
utterly homeless creature on God's i 
footsto.il. It may lie said without irrev- ! 


ercnce that while the foxes have holes, j 
and the birds of the air have nests, this 
servant of the Lord Jesus Christ has no 
.where to lay his head.

ceived the French ambassador, Biron 
in audience, she wore a robe nt which 
one hundred persons had worked for 
three weeks.
